The many positions vacant present an excellent opportun- 
ity for those interested in the college’s student government 
program to get in on the ground floor. For it is organizations 
ike the Associated Students, the AWS, and the AMS that 
organize and sponsor all college activities. The whole athletic, 
- social, and general extracurricular programs are dependent 
on these organizations for their very existence. 
Yet in past elections, only a few have taken the initiative 
to get their petitions out and campaign for office. Consequent- 
‘ly, many positions have gone uncontested, with the student 
electorate having no opportunity to choose and select the 
better. qualified candidate. And these candidates become 
elected to offices that administer an $18,000 budget yearly. 
Apathy in any election is bad. Particularly in a college 
where future ciivce leaders get their training. We hope that 
during the coming election there will be at least three quali- 
fied candidates for every office, particularly those offices 
which are on the executive board. In this way, the El Don 
feels that more representative student leaders will be chosen. 


FRATERNITIES FOR JUNIOR COLLEGES? 


One of the proposals passed before the Student Govern- 
ment Association Conference at Hollywood last week was a 
resolution requesting the California State Legislature to modi- 
fy the state education code to allow secret and restrictive 
fraternities and sororities for junior colleges. 

We feel the Association acted in haste, and this was the 
unanimous opinion of the six delegates representing Santa 
Ana at the conference. 

The fraternity and sorority idea, as expressed by the 
authors of the resolution, would detract from the purpose of 
the junior college, which is free and unlimited education 
for all. 

In a state college or university, organizations of this type 
are convenient and necessary, as they provide members with 
many social activities plus the advantage of being in a living 
group. But at a JC, where an overwhelming majority of the 
students live at home on a restricted budget, fraternities and 
sororities are out of place. 

This is particularly true at Santa Ana, where honoraries, 
interest, and service clubs implement the social and extra- 
curricular program of the Associated Students. Yet some 
junior colleges feel that national fraternities, of a secret and 
restrictive nature, should come to the junior college campus. 

These junior colleges would do well to study Santa Ana’s 
program for campus organizations, and would benefit by 
adopting it.

So long as a student desires a 
job, his application stays on file 
in the office.
